By 1893 the working hours had | 
been reduced to 10 and printers} 
were living to the ripe old age} 
of 38.78 years 

In 1905, after nearly six years 
of the nine-hour day, the secre 
tary-treasurer of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union re- 
ported death benefits had been 
paid that year for 567 members+ 
who died at the average age of | 
46.48 years. 

In 1920, after 14 years 
of the eight-hour day which be- 
| came-é#ffective in 1906, the aver 
age age at death of union prin- 
ters was 53.17 years. 

In 1932, after 11 years of} 
the 44-hour week, the average |

Tepees in Far North

OTTAWA (CP) — Although 
ration cards have yet to pene- 
trate the Barrens, officials fore- 
cast today that there would be 
long faces in tents and. igloos, 
and—nonstop_boiling of the tea 
kettle would become a thing of 
the™ past. 

In:.theYukon.- Mackenzie _dis-| 
trict and eastern Arctic—an area| 
of 1,300,000 square miles, with 
about 15,000 residents — Mountie, 
and Eskimo, missionary and In- 
dian, will tear no tickets from a 
ration book when they obtain 
tea, coffee or sugar. But a record 
will be kept of everything they | 
buy, and it was expected ration- 
ing would be almost as effective 
among the residents of the 
mine provinces. 

Trading post managers and 
Storekeepers have been author- 
ized to provide their customers 
with rationed commodities for

Struck by two 
heavy bombs and burning fear- 
fully she slipped slowly under 
water,- but -firing--every- gun as 
long as their muzzies remained 
above the surface 

The Terror won a reputation as 
the fleet's “little Warspite” for 
she carried Uyinch guns in addi- 
tion to her other’ armament. 
When the Terror went to work 
the Axis forces ashore thought 
that battleships were in action. 

I made several trips aboard the 
Terror before the Stukas finished 
her -career. And never shall I 
forget that the concussion from 
her 15-inch guns was so terrific 
my body seemed as if it were 
being folded up like an accordion 

The blasts from a hail of 
bombs— crumpled -the Terror 
amidships off Liyba. She took 
her death plunge in June, 1941. 
The shells poured into Axis bases | 
In Libya by the Terror, Lady 
bird and Aphis was approxi- 
mately 5,000 tons last year alone. 

Since all these ships were origi- 
nally built for river work only, 
they had quite a problem to face 
when ordered from China to pro- 
ceed full speed through the Paci- 
fic and Indian Oceans to join 
the fight in the Mediterranean. 

They made themselves sea- 
worthy for such a_ strenuous 
voyage in the following fashion: 
Compartments for’ard and aft 
were up and temporary 
messes rigged up around the bat- 
tery deck. “An extra water tank 
and two sampans were placed 
aft on the upper deck. All the 
six-inch guns were lashed and a 
five-inch breakwater was*erected 
before the foremast gun to block 
the waves coming over.
